1. The comet passed within 750,- 


000 miles from tho sun's centre, and 
only about 300,000 miles from his 
apparent surface. 


2. Tho comet swings out into 


space to a distance about ton times as 
groat as tho distance of Neptune 
from the sun. 


:]. The period of revolution is fully 


•J.dOO years.

tumble into tho sun next year; or at 
any other time sufficiently near to 
oaiiso a pang <<f soiruw to any one 
now Ihing.

the comot had lei't tho immediate 
neighborhood of the sun, its speed 
\\as not materially lessened by fric 
tion during tho perihelion passage; 
and that, therefore, tho corona is not 
HO dense at a highth of 300,000 miles 
above the solar surface as has been 
rather widely believed in recent 
years.

started in a prosconium box behind 
a private box, apparently in tho par- 
tition wall, and was perhaps caused 
by tho bursting of a gas pipe.

rumor that a sceno painter had upset 
a lamp was not substantiated. Tho 
fire swept on rapidly and was beyond 
control when help arrived. Much 
delay was caused by the failure of 
tho automatic alarms on the stage to 
work, and likewise of tho fire extin- 
guisher. Ten minutes elapsed before 
tho arrival of thp firemen, and then 
tho flames were bursting through the 
roof and the building was doomed. 
From the balcony of the Albemarle 
Hotel, two blocks away, Mrs. Lang- 
try and Mrs. Labouchere viewed the 
conflagration, 
Mrs. Langtry had 


just finished packing her wardrobe, 
in which she was to appear in the 
evening, and was in the very net of 
sending it to the theatre when the 
lira broke out. Abbey's loss is $100,- 
000. 
He immediately mcde arrange- 


ments to open Monday night next iu 
the Grand Opera House, with Mrs. 
Langtry in "Unequal Match.'' 
The 


theater was small and elaborately 
decorated. 
Tho main entrance was 


on Broadway, through a three-story 
building, in which wore stores and 
offices, and on the third floor the 
property room. 
This was an old 


building. 
The theater itself was 


built only in 187i. It extended from 
Twenty-second street half way to 
Twenty-first street on 
Broadway. 


The stage entrance was on Twenty- 
second street It had been newly 
frescoed and upholstered in prepara- 
tion for Mrs. Langtry's debut 
The 


scenery for the piny was costly and 
elaborate, especially that for the sec- 
ond act, being painted on satin and 
hand embroidered. 
It waa all de- 


stroyed. There had been no rehears- 
al to-day, but merely scene-setting 
for Mrs. Langtry. The first signal 
boxes failed to act when the attempt 
was made, and the stage hose and 
several fire extinguishers the em- 
ployes were unable to work 
The 


fire spread so rapidly that valuable 
paintings could not be removed from 
the office.

stage carpenter, says the stage hose 
worked all right, and the stage was 
flooded, but the fire had reached the
